spiuoso!), margiue epipleurisque similimodo sed profundius 
siuuato-curvatis, macula flava apicali multo breviore, 3 pri- 
mis sternitis abdominalibus lateraliter metallicis (non testa- 
ceis), ceteris discoque (hoc levissime metallice induto) 
infuscatis; tarsis (posticis) brevioribus. Corpore supra obscu- 
riore.

antennarum articulo testaceis (2°—4° cyaneis saepe ex parte 
testaceo-rufescentibus); femorihus et tibiis testaceis saepe 
leviter variis modis rufo-violaceo-indutis, tarsis cyaneis , cor- 
pore subtus cyanescente (abdomine bine inde virescente). —
